m anager of F o rd ’s parts and 
service 
program s, 
said 
the 
center was “ m istaken” in its 
allegations. He said the com pa­ 
ny som etim es even reim burses 
a dealer for certain repairs 
after

w arranty 
expires, 
thereby 
“ backing 
up 
the 
product beyond their obligation 
under the w arranty agreem ent. 
“We fail to understand how 
the 
center 
can 
fault 
the 
company for voluntarily provid­ 
ing custom ers benefits which 
are not required under term s of 
the w arrantv.”

said in all cases only the most 
persistent and even obnoxious 
consumer is able to get an

Yet at the sam e tim e, he 
said, it is clear that Ford and 
GM are aw are of the defects 
and willing to spend money on 
getting them fixed if forced into 
it.

Thanksgiving 


Like so many other events throughout the year, 
Thanksgiving has arrived quicker than it seems 
possible. 
With Thanksgiving coming on the last Thursday of 
November and a month before Christmas, it has 
traditionally served as the beginning of the holiday 
season.

Instead of giving up, they continued their efforts to 
form settlements, grow crops and make new homes in 
which their families could carry out the task of form­ 
ing a better place in which to live. 
At the completion of their harvest, the pilgrims 
decided to give thanks for the many good things that 
had happened. Even though to some it may have 
seemed the bad things outweighed the good, the 
tradition of Thanksgiving had it start. 
Today, Americans have a great deal more to be 
thankful for. Even though many things remain which 
need better solutions, a minute of thought can provide 
a long list of things for which the day can have special 
meaning.

Don’t Delay Hemorroid Treatment 


I have been advised twice to 
have my hemorrhoids removed. 
Each time some friend suggests 
his own personal remedy, which 
I try without success. Is there 
any way 
I 
can avoid an 
operation? 
Mr. G. G. V., Del. 
Dear Mr. V.: 
You seem to be making an 
excellent effort to avoid surgery 
by peddling your problem to all 
your friends. And, of course, 
you are trying to enlist my aid 
in helping you to do the same 
thing. 
I do not personally know of a 
single person who actually 
enjoys the idea of an operation. 
Some 
psychiatrists 
and 
physicians recognize that oc­ 
casionally a person who is 
severely ill emotionally will 
enjoy operative procedures. 
Now I would like to review 
Aith you what hemorrhoids are. 
By giving you a better un­ 
derstanding, perhaps you will 
not discard the advice of your 
doctor and you will not accept 
the kind, but worthless, advice 
of your friends. 
Hemorrhoids are simply 
enlarged veins in the rectal 
area. The enlargement of the 
veins might be compared to 
varicose veins which do not 
adequately drain blood away 
from this local area. 
There are both internal and 
external hemorrhoids, or piles. 


The simple, uncomplicated ones 
can be treated by local ap­ 
plications of salves and oint­ 
ments. Sometimes, with a 
change of bowel habits the 
frequency of attacks of in­ 
flammation and even infection 
may subside. 
When there is persistent pain, 
swelling, itching and clot for­ 
mation in the veins, the chances 
are great that the surgical 
removal of hemorrhoids is the 
only reliable method of curing 
this unpleasant, though not 
dangerous, condition. 
There are some techniques by 
which smaller hemorrhoids can 
be injected with special drugs. 
In carefully chosen cases this 
can be successful. 
My suggestion is that you face 
your problem in a sensible way. 
Unless you do this, you may 
convert a simple problem into a 
complex one. 
If the decision for surgery is 
the final one, you will spare 
yourself 
long, 
protracted 
periods of discomfort by getting 
it over with. The operation is a 
safe one. Recovery from it is 
rapid and the results are

History and Hearsay 


Unlike today’s doctors early 
Rush County physicians used 
their homes for their offices. 
The section of a residence used 
as an office generally had a 
separate entrance and consisted 
of three rooms 
One of these would be a 
waiting room while the second 
was the examining room and the 
third was the drug room. A 
patient's examination usually 
consisted 
of 
an* 
eye 
examination, the taking of the 
pulse and a check of the throat 
and tongue. While the patient 
was being checked over his eye 
might wander to 
an 
un­ 
comfortable sight in the corner. 
In those long-gone days, most 
doctors had a full scale skeleton 
standing in an appropriate 
place. 
After the doctor made his 
diagnosis, 
he 
then 
would 
prescribe some drug for his 
pateint. The doctor mixed and 
blended his own formulas in 
his drug room. The drug room 
was furnished with herbs, 
weights and balances, an iron 
mortar and pestle for grinding, 
iron tongs for baking the flat 
wafers which contained bitter 
medicine and a marble slab for 
mixing ingredients. 
Each physician had his own 
formula for drug mixing. Some 
formulas called for twenty-five 
different ingredients. Often, oil 
of wintergreen would be added 
to improve the taste of the 
doctor’s bitter medicines. 
Quinine, 
castor 
oil, 
strychnine, 
digitalis 
and 
powdered opium were common 
medicines 
in 
those 
days. 
Paregoric was used for colds 
and many physicians used huge 
doses of mercury that “cleansed 
the 
human 
system 
by 
stimulating the flow of saliva.” 
Calomel (Chloride of Mercury) 
was widely used until the early 
nineteen hundreds. 
Until 1872 there was no 
anesthetic to kill pain for any 
prolonged period. "Prior to 
surgery a patient was usually 
given opium and huge doses of 
whiskey to ensure freedom from 
pain One character said if he 
needed surgery he would “call 


for the doctor, the priest, and a 
quart of whiskey all at the same 
time.” 
Medicine 
was 
making 
progress, however, and after 
1872 there was chloroform and 
doctors carried their own 
charcoal kits to sterilize in­ 
struments over heat. By the 
early years of the twentieth 
century most surgery was done 
in hospitals. 
In Rush County the last 
surgery performed in a private 
residence was in 1920. The 
operation took place near 
Raleigh. The patient had suf­ 
fered a ruptured appendix and 
the surgery was a success. 
Epidemics were common in 
early Rush County. Smallpox, 
diptheria, cholera and typhoid 
were feared more than any 
other 
disease. 
When 
an 
epidemic 
struck, 
both 
physicians and patients knew 
there was not much help. At 
such times a fearful prayer 
would be offered in may a 
home; “Protect us, God, from 
this plague.” 
In 1849 gold was discovered in 
California and many Rush 
Countians were bitten with gold 
fever. Some Push County men 
left the area to go west to make 
their fortune in the sparkling 
metal. One of the group was Dr. 
Marshall Sexton. At St. Joseph, 
Mo., cholera broke out and a 
local man by the name of Dif- 
fendorfer was stricken. While 
the rest of the group went on 
west, Dr. Sexton and Norman 
Cox tended the sick man and 
brought him back home. 


Medicine in Rush County and 
throughout America had its 
darker side in earlier days. As 
late as 1881 there were still 
epidemics of malaria, scarlet 
fever and spotted fever in Rush 
County. In addition, other 
maladies such as tuberculosis, 
asthma, hay fever, arthritis, 
rheumatism, 
catarrh 
and 
sciatica plagued residents. 


Such ailments were a delight 
to the ears of the traveling 
medicine man. This huckster 
came into the county with a cure 
for everything

and sold snake oil, liniment and 
other remedies made from “an 
age-old Indian remedy.” 
One such medicine man was a 
“Doctor” Harter who had liver 
pills, lung balm and “a most 
ex trao rd in ary 
lin im en t.’’ 
Harter claimed his liniment 
“gives wide relief. . .when taken 
internally it cures acid stomach, 
heartburn, cramps and pain the 
the stomach, colic, diarrhea, 
dysentery, cholera morbus and 
cholera. When applied ex­ 
ternally it cures scalds, burns, 
frost bites, splint bruises, 
felons, boils, rheumatic af­ 
fection, 
headaches 
and 
neuralgia in the face, toothache, 
pains in the side, pain in the 
back and loins, neuralgia, or 
rheumatic pains in the joints, 
the sting of insect, centipedes 
and the bites of poisenous in­ 
sects and reptiles.” 
Such exaggerated claims led 
local and state medical society 
protests. In addition medicine in 
America was making great 
strides. In Rushville in April, 
1893, measures were taken to 
control sanitation. Waste and 
trash were forbidden to be 
dumped in city streets and 
alleys and there were “no hog 
pens permitted in city streets.” 
The year before the sanitary 
measures became law, Rush­ 
ville had its first hospital. It was 
built in 1892 by Doctor John 
Chase Sexton. He was a surgeon 
who performed the first suc­ 
cessful operation on a patient 
who had been shot in the in­ 
testines. It was a first of its kind 
in Indiana. 
Sexton’s hospital was ad­ 
jacent to his home at 506 North 
Main Street In 1902, Sexton 
remodeled his facility. When he 
retired in 1929 he sold the 
building to the City of Rushville 
to be used as a city hospital. The 
structure still stands on East 
Fifth Street. Today it is Holiday 
House, a care center for 
epileptics. 
Rushville^ second hospital is 
the present one on North Main 
Street. It has 81 beds and is 
modern in every respect. One of 
its latest modern medical 
miracles is an instant reading of 
electrocardiagram s 
by 
a 
telephone hook-up with the 
Indiana University Medical 
Centei at Indianapolis. 
Medicine has come a long way 
since 
Doctor 
William 
B 
Laughlin came to a wilderness 
of swamp to practice in 1822 
Although there is a physician 
shortage, the doctors we have 
here in Rushville today are the 
recipients of a long tradition of 
dedication and service to the 
people of Rushville and Rush 
County.

FOR THE FIRST TIME in 
history, an Indiana governor is 
able to succeed himself in office, 
and Otis R. Bowen is running for 
re-election. 
There are no guidelines on the 
type of campaign to be con­ 
ducted, nor precedents to be 
followed. Indiana campaign 
laws are vague, and attempts to 
enact spending limits failed in 
the last legislature. What is 
done this time could set the 
pattern for the future. 
Presidents have always been 
able to seek re-election, and 
federal laws are more specific 
and 
restrictive. 
Many 
precedents 
have 
been 
established over the years, 
which should be examined for 
the 
Indiana 
campaign. 
Problems must be faced as to 
when an individual is acting as 
the chief executive and when 
actions 
become 
political 
campaigning. Some decisions 
will be 
made by federal 
regulations. 
Former California governor 
Ronald Reagan has announced 
he will oppose incumbent 
Gerald Ford for the Republican 
nomination. Since leaving of­ 
fice, he has become a widely 
syndicated columnist, radio and 
te le v isio n 
b road caster. 
Newspapers, not governed by 
federal regulations, are not 
subject to a “fairness” doctrine, 
and attempts to force a “right to 
reply” have run afoul of con­ 
stitutional guarantees of a free 
press. Most newspapers by 
choice attempt to present both 
sides of every question. 
THE 
FEDERAL 
Com­ 
munications Commission has 
carried the “faimess”doctrine 
to the extreme in applying 
provisions to candidate Reagan. 
They have ruled any station 
showing the old motion pictures 
of actor Reagan must provide 
equal time for other candidates. 
While they might help with 
name recognition, I see no way 


actor Reagan could advance the 
cause of candidate Reagan. 
In addition, he will have a 
substitute to carry on his radio 
program, carried on some 320 
stations. No announcements 
have been made concerning his 
weekly newspaper column, and 
the decision might be left to 
individual editors. 
Bowen has become the best 
publicized governor in history. 
He 
continued 
a 
practice- 
established in previous ad­ 
ministrations of a weekly 
television program syn d ical 
on 
several 
stations. 
It 
originates from 
WTTV in 
Indianapolis, and is taped for 
broadcast on radio as, well as 
television. The program was 
never subjected to federal 
campaign regulations in the 
past since no governor was an 
active candidate. 


In 
addition, 
Bowen 
inaugurated a weekly taped 
radio program, distributed to, 
many state outlets. It would 
appear both (he radio and 
television programs would be 
subjected to federal regulations, 
and need to be suspended or 
carried on by division heads bf 
state government during the 
campaign. 


BOWEN 
LAUNCHED 
a 
weekly newspaper column, 
making him the widest read 
columnist in the state. Ghost 
written by his capable press 
assistant WMMfem Watt, it still 
publicizes And defends ad­ 
ministrative actions, failing to 
provide critical balance. Again, 
continuation of nomination, yet 
the appearance of an“open 
door” is important to the part 
future. 
THERE ARE SOME in­ 
dications the State Committee 
has picked up some of the tabs 
on the reelection effort, with no 
visual competition in the offing. 
After all. a great part of the 
money comes from the two per 
cent patronage contributions of 
state employees and the ad­ 
ministration controlled license 
branch 
assessments, 
both 
responsible to the governor. 
However, for appearance’s 
sake, a re-election campaign 
fund should be established, and 
the State Central Committee 
should give the appearance of 
neutrality until after the direct 
primary nomination.We are 
establishing precedents which 
could carry over for future 
elections where there might be 
competition.

NEW YORK (UPI) - In a 
startling turnaround that bodes 
well for the U.S. economy, 
goods produced in the United 
States have become highly 
competitive on foreign markets. 
One international economist, 
Andre Sharon of the Wall Street 
firm of Drexel Burnham, said 
flatly, ‘The United States has 
become the low-cost producer, 
not Europe or Japan.” 
A recent study by Werner 
Chilton, 
senior economist at 
First 
National 
City 
Bank, 
confirms the trend that has 
given the United States an edge 
in foreign trade against its 
main competitors, West Germa­ 
ny and Japan in particular. 
“One source of this new U.S. 
strength is spotlighted by 
comparing the rate at which 
unit labor costs have risen in 
die United States with rates in 
other major trading nations 
over the past few years,” 
Chilton said. 


“The comparison suggests 
that, in terms of price, the 
competitiveness of U.S. manu­ 
factured goods has sharpened 
remarkably.” 
According to Chilton’s study, 
unit labor costs in the United 
States rose just IO per cent 
between 
1970 and 
1974. By 
contrast, unit labor costs rose 
IOO per cent in Japan, 92 per

Unit labor costs rose in these 
nations primarily because of 
sharp increases in hourly 
compensation 
to adjust

tivity. Expressed in dollars, 
average hourly pay in Japan,

Although unit labor cost is 
only one of several factors 
affecting prices of goods on the 
world trade market, it is a key 
one. 
Another 
nftsJMr 
factor 
benefitting U.S. trade was a 
major upheaval in monetary 
policy; the devaluation of the 
dollar, revaluation of some 
major foreign currencies and 
imposition of floating exchange 
rates. 
The effect was to make U.S. 
goods 
cheaper 
on 
foreign 
markets 
at 
a 
time 
when 
domestic prices in these foreign 
countries were on the rise. For 
example, the increase in value 
of West Germany’s currency 
boosted the dollar cost of labor 
in Germany relative to that in 
the United States. 
In addition, the cost of goods 
imported into the United States 
rose dramatically. 
The United States also is 
reaping at least 
temporary 
advantage from the fact that it 
is recovering from the world­ 
wide 
recession 
earlier 
and 
faster than Europe and Japan. 
U.S. manufacturers drastical­ 
ly cut production costs during 
the economic slump and, as is 
the usual pattern, have kept the 
cost clamps on during the 
recovery 
period. 
In 
other 
words, manufacturers are pro­ 
ducing more at a lower cost. 
Chilton tends to be cautious 
about predicting future trends, 
although he sees “preliminary 
soundings for 1975 indicating 
the tide may still be running in 
favor the United States.” 
The proof is in the pudding. 
So far this year, the United 
States has accumulated a trade 
suprlus of $8.4 billion.

m ents, there is little ground for 
any serious accusations from 
either side.

Washington has reduced U.S. 
m ilitary presence on Taiwan 
considerably since then. This 
process can be expected to 
continue. 


Both sides agreed to “ facili­ 
tate the progressive develop­ 
m ent of trade." Although trade 
developed much m ore rapidly 


than 
anticipated, 
plenty 
of 
obstacles remain. Most of these 
are on the American side and 
some hard political decisions 
are necessary by Ford if trade 
is to be put on a more normal 
basis. 


China has not 
moved as 
rapidly in the field of ex­ 
changes and contacts as the 
United States had hoped and 
expected.

Peking has deliberately slowed 
down the exchange program as 
a m eans of putting 'indirect 
pressure on the U.S. govern­ 
ment to move more rapidly on 
other issues, particularly Tai­ 
wan.

when Kimura last Thursday 
nam ed a lawyer to act as Miss 
Cam eron’s guardian. The atto r­ 
ney, Ron Gaddis, asked for a 
tem porary 
order 
restraining 
her physician from removing 
her 
eyes 
for 
transplants. 
D uring the w eekend. G addis 
and Ms. Cam eron’s 
doctor’s 
lawyer argued the question of 


whether the woman was legally 
dead. 
Of th e seven doctors who 
testified before Judge K im ura, 
five said 
their exam inations 
showed she was dead. One said 
he “just didn't know” w hether 
she was dead or still in a com a. 
One of the seven said he did 
not believe the woman dead 
Several of the five said they 
had ta k en brain w ave te sts 
which showed no life and said 
Miss Cam eron was dead and 
the respirator which had been 
attached to her body since she 
arrived at the hospital should 
be turned off. 
It was not known if the eyes 
were rem oved for transplant.
